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ANNIVERSARY OF Tun Barr oF BuLL 
en- As the anniversary of the battle of Bull 
Kua will be celebrated with becoming spirit to 
day by the Republiears and colored population 
generally, we have det med it not inappropriate 
to give some facts concerning tt. Ball Run, in 
the Northwestern part of the State of Virginia, 
forms the boundary betweca Fairfax and Prince 
William counties, until it enters the Occoquan 
river, abeut fourteen miles from its mouth.
